In our opinion, the aforementioned statements for the 
fiscal year ended January 31, 1979, present fairly the 
information contained therein, in conformity with the 
provisions of Title 30, Revised Statutes, Section 5253, 
applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year.

COMMENTS 
DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unex- 
pended departmental balance of $10,333.57 was lapsed 
to surplus, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $11,315.98 
Overdrafts 982.41 
Net Unexpended Balance | $10,333.57 


The overlay, error in assessment, and unexpended bal- 
ances in the town expense, fire suppression, and welfare 
accounts less tax abatements and overdrafts in the town 
officers and dump accounts were the major factors 
contributing to the net amount lapsed to surplus. The 
records did not indicate that authority had been granted 
allowing overdrafts in the appropriation accounts.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS....2... The general cash account totaled $29,084.14 
at January 31, 1979. The bank balance used in reconcil- 
ing this amount was confirmed by the depository. Federal] 
revenue sharing funds of $18,017.19 was invested in a 
time deposit. 


Taxes receivable totaled $10,881.10 at the year end. Of 
this amount $10,467.62 was for current year accounts 
and the remaining balance of $413.48 was for delinquent 
accounts dating from 1975. Tax liens amounted to 
$259.54. 


The amount of $18.87 due from trust funds was an over- 
deposit of trust fund income. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS........ An unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $13,553.58 was carried forward to the 
ensuing year. 


State revenue sharing and inventory tax funds of $759.81 
and $539.85 respectively were carried forward to be 
applied toward the 1979 tax commitment. 


Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of 
$17,423.68 were available at February 1, 1978. Entitle- 
ment payments for the year amounted to $11,582.00. 
Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled $888.18. 
Balances of unused appropriations returned to the fund 
totaled $435.83. Appropriated revenue sharing funds of 
$14,253.00 were transferred to the town’s operating 
account for financial administration, public safety and 
public transportation purposes. Unappropriated funds 
totaled $16,076.19 at January 31, 1979. 


Unappropriated antirecession fiscal assistance funds of 
$535.01 were available at February 1, 1978. Quarterly 
payments for the year totaling $588.00 as well as 
interest earnings of $38.73 were credited to the fund. 
Appropriated antirecession fiscal assistance funds of 
$1,161.74 were transferred to the town’s operating 
account and expended for public transportation purposes. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $27,331.41, 
an increase of $4,622.89 for the year. This change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended depart- 
mental balance lapsed less voter authorized transfers 
for the roads and bridges, fire supression costs and dump 
study accounts. 


Lieto kf IN ect. . The trust funds incorporated in the 
balance sheet as a separate fund, reflects cemetery 
perpetual care funds totaling $8,881.01. The trust funds 
were represented by various bank deposits.

GENERAL 


The use of excise tax revenue, transfers from surplus 
and appropriations from federal revenue sharing and 
antirecession fiscal assistance funds for various purposes 
were authorized by the voters at the regular town 
meeting. 


RECOMMENDATION ....The following recommendation 
is worthy of consideration: 
A trial balance should be taken of the general 
ledger at least monthly. This would aid materially 
in keeping audit costs at a minimum.

REPORT OF 
LOCAL PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


No new legislation has come forth to my know- 
ledge since the last time this message reached you. As 
you know, even a replacement system needs a soil 
evaluation unless voted otherwise by the citizens. 

A separate permit for inside plumbing must be 
obtained before starting any work that involves any . 
changes in waste piping or the replacement of a water 
heater. These are State regulations and are so mandated. 

The fee for a new sewage disposal system is 
twenty-eight dollars payable to your town and the fee 
for inside plumbing is two dollars per fixture up to ten, 
plus a three dollar permit fee, also payable to your town. 

It is interesting to note that I issued more permits 
for the Town of Hope this year than any other town in 
my area. 

Again my thanks for your cooperation.

ADMINISTRATION 


In the central administration we have seen significant 
changes during the 1979 calendar year. In January Rod 
Spearin, then assistant superintendent, took over the 
duties previously performed by the purchasing/services 
supervisor in M.S8.A.D. #28. Rod’s time in Appleton, 
Hope and Lincolnville was reduced from 100% to 57%. 
Rod did an excellent job in his various responsibilities 
for our district. His growth and performance over the 
seven years he was assistant superintendent led him in 
the spring of 1979 to actively pursue superintendencies 
in the State of Maine. On July 6, 1979 he assumed the 
the position of superintending-principal in the Rangeley 
school system. From all accounts he has performed 
admirably in his new position and I’m sure will bring 
sound leadership to that district. 


The search for an assistant superintendent to replace 
Rod has been a long one. The first advertisement for the 
position did not produce a suitable candidate. The 
second advertisement and screening produced an ex- 
cellent man who was elected by the Joint Committee on 
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November 6, 1979. Ed Savage will begin work in our 
districts on December 27, 1979. Ed comes to us with 
four and one-half years experience as superintendent in 
East Millinocket and prior to that five years as assistant 
superintendent in Augusta. We look forward to having 
Ed on board. 


In the interim, while the search for the assistant super- 
intendency went on, Harold Rose of Appleton served 
in the central office in the areas of maintenance, trans- 
portation and building operations. He has done an 
excellent job and has provided us with much needed 
leadership particularly in the energy audit-building 
maintenance area. We certainly appreciate his contribu- 
tion during the five months he has been with us. 


The 1978-79 school year has seen the final demise of the 
Appleton-Hope-Lincolnville Community School District 
with Appleton and Hope dissolving the remaining part 
of the Community School District following Lincoln- 
ville’s withdrawal a year ago. The C.S.D. existed for 
five years. It saw much happen in terms of the develop- 
ment of curriculum programs and staff in the three 
schools. However, this administrative grouping did not 
prove tenable in the face of strong local interests and 
commitment to their schools by the three towns and I 
believe that the three towns are much happier having 
their own schools run by their own school committees. 
From a central office point of view the reality of this 
dissolutionment has been in the increase in the number 
of boards from two to four and therefore the increase 
in the amount of meetings, bookkeeping, records, reports 
and finances. 


Nancy Anderson remains the central office secretary. 
She does capable, efficient and accurate work and we 
sincerely appreciate her dedication to central office 
affairs and to the four districts. 
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Pat Duncan remains our central office finance Manager. 
She is now in her fifth year with us. Her presence during 
this time has been invaluable to the district. The accuracy 
of her work, the long hours she puts in, her effort and 
good natured spirits go a long way to establish confi- 
dence on the part of the residents and employees in the 
district in our financial affairs. 


Sharon Danforth assists Pat as a part-time bookkeeper 
and is in her second year with us in this function. She, 
too, performs ably and accurately. 


The net result is a warm, responsive and responsible 
central office secretarial and financial management staff.

ENROLLMENT 


On the basis of the data portrayed on the previous page 
and birth data, Hope appears to be experiencing a slight 
enrollment decline. Enrollment five years from now is 
predicted to be ten less than the 125 students currently 
enrolled in grades 1-12. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


Our bus contractors have remained constant from last 
year with Alan and Joy Brown and Frank Willis con- 
tinuing to provide this service. Like all of us, the school 
is facing the rising cost of energy and has felt the crunch 
of gasoline prices in our bus contracts. The Committee 
in considering this matter, however, has felt that trans- 
portation is of primary importance to the town and that 
the safety of our youngsters is essential. Hence, no 
changes in bus route procedures or policies have been 
initiated this year. In the future if energy prices continue 
to rise and the availability of energy is curtailed a 
review of bus transportation policies may have to be 
undertaken. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE 


Marie Berry remains our custodian with her husband, 
Wayne lending a strong right arm when the occasion 
warrants it. 


As a result of the $10 million energy conservation grant 
approved by state voters at the polls two and one-half 
years ago the Bureau of Public Improvement in Augusta 
has conducted energy audits on all schools in the State 
of Maine. As a result of this audit the Hope Elementary 
School is eligible for 90% funding for installing insula- 
tion in the walls, installing a heat control system on the 
boiler and weatherstripping doors and entryways. Fund- 
ing was unfortunately held up for Hope School and was 
approved only on November 26. Hence, at this date 
these improvements have not been made. They are 
planned for the immediate future, however. 


Your School Committee, in order to solve a long-standing 
problem with heating pipes running through the attic, 
this summer moved those pipes into the hallway area 
thus preventing freeze-ups and unnecessary loss of heat 
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in the attic area. The pipes have been neatly boxed in. 
In addition, heating units have been installed in the 
resource room and the office area of the school. 


The school received a grant from the State Department 
of Educational and Cultural Services’ nutrition program 
to purchase a slicer for the kitchen to facilitate prepara- 
tion of hot lunches. 


Thanks to the generosity of Marine Colloids-FMC the 
school received the donation of laboratory benches and 
storage shelves for the 5-8 science department. 


During the summer one classroom and the hallways in 
the school were painted and the hardwood floors in the 
grades 5-8 rooms were refinished. 


The School Committee has recently voted to move the 
storage building currently located adjacent to the school 
to the rear of the school. This will be accomplished 
through a voluntary effort when time permits. The School 
Committee has further determined that over the next 
year or two the exterior of the school presently painted 
blue will be repainted white. 


INSTRUCTION 

Over the last three years curriculum development work 
has focused in the areas of language arts and mathe- 
matics. At the present time the Pegasus-Pace Manage- 
ment System is used in language arts in grades 1-8. Open 
Court remains our primary reading textbook for grades 
1-3 while Scott Foresman is used in grades 4-8. The Kates 
writing program to develop writing skills and fluency 
is being used effectively in grades 5-8. 


Math objectives and tests have been developed for all 
eight grades. The Laidlaw math series is the basic text 
used in all grades. Additional text sources include I.M.S. 
program for grades 1-4 and a teacher-developed individ- 
ualized approach using a variety of texts in grades 5-8. 
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The Camden-Rockport High School minimum competency 
test required for graduation from the high school is 
taken by all students in grades 8 in January. 


The State Board of Education in 1978 passed a policy 
applicable to all schools in the state to take effect in 
1982. This policy states the following: a) all school dis- 
tricts will identify goals at all grade levels and for all 
subjects; b) objectives will be established for all grades 
and for all subjects; c) competency levels for each 
objective will be established; and d) tests will be 
developed to ascertain student proficiency in each of 
these objectives. 


Our work to date in language arts and mathematics has 
put us in a good position with regard to this mandate. 
However, work has currently begun and needs to be 
ongoing in the area of social studies and science. Com- 
mittees have been formed in each of these areas made 
up of teachers from Hope, Appleton and Lincolnville. 
These committees will be writing goals and objectives 
for social studies this year and will begin the process 
in science. Much work is completed but there still re- 
mains considerably more to be done in these two 
curriculum areas. 


Goals and objectives are also being developed during 
the 1979-80 school year by the music and art teachers 
for their respectives areas. Music and art are both 
provided one day per week in the Hope Elementary 
School. 


In order to facilitate this curriculum development work 
we are continuing to hold half-day in-service days on the 
third Thursday of every month to provide time for teach- 
ers to develop a type of curriculum that we desire and 
is required. 
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Hope this year has a part-time special education teacher 
working five mornings a week. Brenda Gushee is filling 
this position. The special education program endeavors 
to assess and meet the needs of students who have 
special requirements in all grades. We feel having our 
own person on board five part-days a week goes a long 
way toward helping to develop an effective program for 
these students. 


In addition to Brenda Gushee, Jean Moro provides one- 
half day per week speech and hearing services for the 
Hope School. 


Maine has an unusually high incidence of tooth decay. 
To help combat this threat to our children’s teeth your 
School Committee has approved a program in dental] 
health. Ramona Lunn from Pen Bay Medical Center ia 
teaching the children how they may extend the life of 
their natural teeth through better hygiene and nutrition. 
She meets with pupils in grades 5-8 on a once a month 
basis. 


Beth Guiseley is in her second year as teaching-principal] 
of Hope School. Her hard work and commitment to 
education for Hope students is appreciated. 


Signe Kelsey Gardner is employed as a teacher associate 
in the school and spends the majority of her time assist- 
ing Beth Guiseley in the teaching of students in grades 
1 and 2. Title I aide Cindy Crabtree is working in 
language and math, primarily with grades 5-8 students. 
Judy Hammond, employed through the CETA program, 
is our capable administrative aide performing functions 
both in the secretarial area and as the school’s librarian. 
Finally, the new teacher in the school this year is John 
Wheeler who teaches math and science in grades 5-8. 
John brings with him considerable experience in cur- 
riculum development as well as the individualized math 
format developed by several teachers at his former 
school. 
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PARENT-TEACHER GROUP 


A parent-teacher group emerged with renewed energy 
this year. They are providing the financial backing 
needed for the dental health program in grades 5-8 
discussed above. They have established as their goal 
for this year the first purchase and installation of in- 
dustrial carpeting for some of the classrooms. We 
sincerely appreciate this group’s interest, commitment 
and support to educating Hope students. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1.) Continue to work on curriculum development to 
meet the State Board of Education’s 1982 mandate. 
Specifically, a) complete social studies objectives 
and tests for grades 1-8; ; b) complete science 
objectives and tests for grades 1-8; c) complete 
music objectives; d) complete art objectives; and 
e) review the objectives and test items in language 
arts and math. : 


2.) In 1975 Hope, then part of the C.D.S., participated 
in a state required 1-8 Self-Evaluation. A five year 
re-evaluation is required by the state. It is important 
that community members and teachers be involved 
in this review of our Self-Evaluation. 


83.) Assess our playground needs and determine if 
there is any course that can be taken to meet these 
needs on our limited space. 


4.) Purchase textbooks for the science program as 
needed. 


5.) Continue to work with Camden and Rockport 
personnel to assure that our 8th grade students are 
prepared for the high school experience at Camden- 
Rockport. 
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6.) Reassess the adequacy of lights in the classrooms 
in order to determine the proper placement of these 
lights as well as their candle power. 


7.) As part of the re-evaluation of the 1-8 Self-Evalua- 
tion a facility study committee should be establshed 
in order to assess realistically the space needs we 
have for our student body. Some areas that seem to 
warrant particular study are the absence of space 
for indoor physical education, for eating, and for 
holding choral and band practices and rehearsals. 


CONCLUSION 


Hope offers a sound educational program stressing a 
firm grounding in basic academic skills and competencies 
as well as music, art, health and physical education. We 
are proud of our school and what it provides for our 
children but at the same time we continually are work- 
ing to improve. We welcome your interest and contribu- 
tion to this effort.
